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Unsafe books confiscated 


Fire Chief explains that large volumes of paper pose fire hazard; student safety key in decision

| City firefighters removed all 
books from the University’s main 
libraries on Monday afternoon. The 
confiscations come just as students 
prepare to write final exams. 

According to library officials, 
the decision was made by city 
Fire Chief Ronald Mattresson. 
Mattresson defended the Fire 
Department’s actions by saying 
that “that much paper in one loca- 
tion poses a fire hazard. Some of 
[the books] haven't been touched 
in twenty years. ... The quantity of 
dust alone could cause any one of 
those libraries to explode at any 
time. We can’t risk the lives of all 
those students studying.” 

Libraries Director \Karebot 
Idumbs said that she trusts the Fire 
Chief to make the safest decision. 
“We certainly wouldn't want to risk 
injury. It's the same reason that 
the libraries all close so early—we 
don’t want students getting so 
tired that they might fall down the 
stairs.” 

The books were removed to a 
warehouse on the north side of 
the city, where firefighters sprayed 
them with their hoses. 

Student leaders expressed little 
concern with the turn of events. 
"I'm sure this is for the best,” said 
Crisp Camel, VP (Academic) for the 
Stupid Onion. 

“With all the sponsorship money 
that we're bringing in from ciga- 
rette companies, we need to make 
sure that nothing is flammable.”

The Board of Gods approved

This is the first time that a 
Canadian university has accepted 
money from a gun company. Gunz 
Zeller, a representative of Smith & 
Wesson, was confident that other 
universities would follow suit. “If 
they don't fall into step, well, there's 
nobody left to protect them, if you 
get my drift.” 

Students gave mixed opinions on 
the BoG decision. Engineering stu- 
dent Bang Powers supported the 
move. “I wouldn't mind getting a 


scholarship from Smith & Wesson 
if it meant more money for me,” he 
said. “Besides, introducing com- 
puters into Arts classes hasn't 
been effective in thinning out the 
number of Arts students, so it’s 
time to step up the fight.” 

Indy Ference, a third-year Arts 
student living in HUB Mall, didn't 
think that the decision would affect 
him much. “I hear loud noises every 
night in HUB anyway; more gun 
sounds won't affect things much. 
It might help scare away the mice, 
though.” 

As part of the U of A/Smith 
& Wesson agreement, advertise- 
ments would be placed on all 
washroom cubicle doors, as well 
as above the garbage cans. “We 
want students to think of Smith & 
Wesson every time they wanted to 
get rid of something,” said Zeller. 

The new indoor shooting range 
will occupy the parking lot of 
the University Hospital. That lot 
itself will be relocated to an 
unknown site, and rumours spread 
that Lister Hall will be demol- 
ished to accommodate the new lot. 
Everyone on campus except Lister 
residents was excited by the news.

The new league offers a lot 
more for the fans than the CIAU 
does. Cheaper ticket prices, more 
games, skimpier uniforms, laser- 
light shows and peanut butter and 
jam sandwiches are just a few of 
the benefits the XCIAU proposes. 


Season tickets are already sold out 
for many of the teams as fans are 
eagerly anticipating the season to 
begin.

In what's being deemed "the most 
important work since the gun sculp- 
ture," comes a breakthrough art 
project made by possible by the 
cooperation of several faculties at 
the University of Alberta. The work, 
often referred to as the “dung sculp- 
ture," is actually an interactive piece 
that is part painting, part sculp- 
ture, and part backwoods hobby. 

Fine Arts doctoral candidate and 
full-time waitress Anita 
Goodscrew came up the idea in 
which traditionally antagonistic 
faculties work together for the bet- 
terment of art and her career.

Then I figured it 
out: everyone shits and everyone 
loves throwing shit,” Goodscrew 
explained. 

The exhibit, titled Splat-a-pult 
Crapstasy in D-Minor, consists of 
a giant canvas and several vol-

unteers. Goodscrew explains how 
the piece works. “First I recruited 
some Aggies in tight jeans to truck 
in several loads of cow dung from 
cows that were genetically engi- 
neered by some nerds in genetic 
engineering to defecate gummy 
dung that explodes on impact. 
"Next I got some Lacrosse play- 


ers from the department of Phys-Ed 
who practiced tossing the turds 
with their sticks.

"I've had a lot of positive feed- 
back. Many view it as a metaphor

And how did the ambitious stu- 
dent unite the often-antagonistic 
faculties?

Teaching evaluations improve teaching skills by identifying teaching strengths and 
weaknesses. As a result, the University of Alberta has strict policies on teaching 
evaluations, which are known as Universal Student Ratings of Instruction or USRI 
(these are the questionnaires that are handed out at the end of all classes). These 
policies can be found on the web at 
http://www.ualberta.ca/~unisecr/policy/sec111.html#4 


THE POLICY 


¢ Did you know that the USRI must be administered each time a course is offered? 

Did you know that the USRI must be administered before the last week of classes? 

Did you know that the USRI must be distributed and completed at the beginning of 

¢ the class period? 

Did you know that if you are taught by more than one instructor, each instructor 

must be evaluated by a USRI? 

« Did you know that the instructor cannot distribute the USRI, cannot be present in 

the room when the USRI are being completed and cannot collect the USRI? 

Did you know that your written comments will be typed only if the Chair or Dean 

deems it advisable? 

* Did you know that if you are concerned about the anonymity of your response, you 
can submit your comments typewritten within five working days of the USRI to the 
Chair or Dean? 

¢ Did you know that the optically scanned results of the USRI can be viewed on the 
web at http://www.ualberta.ca/CNS/OMR/USRI.html ? 

. Did you know that the results of the student comments are not made available to 
students? 


WHAT’S THE POINT OF USRI? 


USRI determine whether instructors receive a promotion, a pay increment or are 
awarded tenure. 


How? 

The Faculty Agreement requires an annual evaluation of an instructor’s overall 
performance, which includes teaching. While this evaluation must be broadly based, 
it must take into account information from the USRI. As a result, an instructor’s 
teaching ability will determine whether they receive a promotion, a pay increment, 
or are awarded tenure
